Bird's-eye View of Proposed Lake Front Location of Field Museum | 
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Origin of the Plan 
D. H. Burnham s Idea 


HE origin of the landscape effects 
shown in the illustrations in this issue 
of Tun TRIBUNE was the design made 
by D. H. Burnham in 1804, immediately 
after the world’s fair. This design was 

drawn to a large scale and shown at the 
Hotel Metropole in 1896 at a regular meeting 
of the Commercial club of Chicago, and it 
was thereafter shown at a similar meeting 
of the Merchants’ club, and at many other 
places, all the leading business men of Chi- 
cago being heartily in favor of it. Such men 
as George M. Pullman, P. D. Armour, and 
Marshall Field were loudest in its praise and 
in open prophecy that it would surely becar- 
ried out. 

This original design showed a broad park- 
way about 600 feet wide, beginning out in 
the lake opposite Twelfth street, and thence 
running south to Jackson park, connecting 
this with Grant park itself, and leaving « 
wide lagoon between this parkway and the 
shore; the lagoon having an average width 
of 600 or 700 feet. 

The original design showed the Field 
museum ldcated in the center of Grant park, 
but the Supreme court of Illinois has de- 
clared that no building of any nature what- 
ever can be placed in Grant park. As a re- 
sult of this decision the trustees of the 
museum and the south park commissioners 
chose a site for the museum in Jackson perk, 
which m substantially the same one on which 
the old museum now stands, but by the bar- 
gain closed yesterday by the south park 
board, the Illinois Central railroad, and the 
city. it is finally agreed that the Field 
museum shall be built not in Grant park, but 
on land south of it, which location is now ro-

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COUNCIL GETS 1942 BUDGET | 


Traeger Asks Salary Increases for | 
Police and Firemen. 


URGES MORE FOR HEALTH. 


Wants Big Sum for Subway Board; 
Holds Estimates Within Revenues, 


City Controller John B. Traeger submitted 
his 1912 municipal budget estimates to the 
city council last night. The financé com- 
mittee, to which the proposed budget was 
referred, will meet this afternoon to consider 
it. Dally sessions of the committee proba- 
bly will, be held until the finished appropria- 
tion bill is ready to be recommended to the 
council for passage. 

The budget as prepared by the controller 
provides for expenditures calculated not to 
exceed the city’s estimated revenues for the 
next year. The total appropriation out of 
the corporate fund u fixed at $23,805,385. The 
estimated revenue for the corporate fund is 
$23,182,481. A total of $5,042,471 is fixed as 
the appropriation from the water fund, while 
the estimated revenue for that fund in 1912 
is placed at $6, 804. As the balance in the 
water fund is now $1,865,309 the amount of 
$7,804,204 is available. 


Firemen and Police Favored. 

Salary increases for patrolmen and firemen 
are recommended by the controller. Other 
pay raises asked by department heads are 
disapproved. 

In referring to the important provisions 
embodied in his recommendations, Mr. 
Traeger says: 

“In the first place there is recommended 
for the police department a 10 per cent in- 
crease in the salaries of the graduated patrol- 
men—that is, those who have reached the 
first grade; and for the fire department the 
same inerease for the same class of pipemen, 
truckmen, and drivers, and also assistant 
engineers and stokers. . 

“An increase of allowance has been pro- 
vided in the health department to restore the 
former efficiency of its bureau of vital statis- 
tics in keeping the public records of births 
and deaths essentially depending ypon it. 


Urges Better Housing Conditions. 

“ BDftort bas also been made to respond to 
the appeal of the various civic organizations 
for improvement ingthe housing conditions of 
thé city by providing the health department 
with an appropriation sufficient to establish 
a bureau of sanitary. ventilation. 

There is a provision for an amount neces- 
sary to complete and construct certain per- 
manent improvements in the fire department 
which have been deemed an absolute neces- 
city. with the recommendation that the 
amount be also appropriated from a bond 
issue and the amount made reimbursable 
from the proceeds of any bonds issued for 
the same purpose. In this regard the con- 
troller would recommend that for the further 
needs of a similar nature a selection be made 
from the estimates of the departments. 

„Provision of $50,000 for the department of 
electricity has been made for the purpose of 
starting at least an improvement popularly. 
demanded for a long time—namely: the in- 
stallation of signs at street intersections. 


Establishes Paving Plants.

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POLICEMEN DENY 
PYAR OF TRIALS 


Inspector, Captain, and Lieu- 
tenant Declare They Will 
Not Resign. 


HEARING TO OPEN TODAY. 


Harrison Personally Surveys 
Conditions on Wabash Ave- 
nue; Is Pleased. 


Inspector John Revere, Capt. Bernard P. 
(Barney) Baer, and Lieut. John (Sandy) 
Hanley, north side suspended police officials, 
must appear this morning for trial before the 
city civil service commission on charges of 
neglect of duty and inefficiency. 

Rumors that one or more of the suspended 
men would resign today rather than face 
’ trial were stoutly denied by attorneys, but it 
was said efforts would be made to get a con- 
tinuance of the cases, because John J. 
Coburn, attorney for Inspector Revere, is cn- 
gaged in a court case. It is not believed the 
commission will. agree to a continuance of 
more than.a day or two at most. 

W. W. Wheelock, chief counsel for the com- 
mission in its investigation of police pro- 
tected vice, is eager to put the cases on trial 
at once and follow them immediately witn 
the trial of Inspector Wheeler and four other 
commanding officers from the south side. 
It is the attorney's plan to hear all the cases 
against commanding officers before resuming 
@ genera! hearing on vice conditions. 


Chief Denies He Will Resign. 

With several commanding officers facing 
almost certain dismissal on charges already 
preferred and with higher officials telling all 
they knew of police graft to save their own 
heads, the police force was thrown into fur- 
ther turmoil over Chief McWeeny's rumored 
resignation. 

Although the chief denied he intended re- 
signing, those in close touch with the investi- 
gation and its aims, as outlined by Mayor 
Harrison, insisted the chief will have to quit 
if the intended reorganization plans are car- 

red out and if the investigation is prosecuted 
to the end. 

The west side police commanders who have 
been dismissed lost their places not because 
of grafting but neglect of duty and ineffi- 
ciency. And lack of efficiency is the basis of 

«he investigation, according to the commis- 
gion. It already has been demonstrated that 
the chief's ideas on efficiency are diametri- 
cally opposed to those held by the mayor's 
merit board, for the chief swore on the wit- 
ness stand that Ins r Dorman and his 
men were efficient Nevertheless, 
they were dismissed. 
Many Say Chief Must Go. 

Men: watching the inquiry point out that 
there could be little accomplished in the re- 
organization of the department with a chief 
not in entire sympathy with the new admin- 
istration policy. They say that if the ma- 
jority of the commanding officers are ineffi- 
cient there is something wrong at the top. 
And while the chief cannot be made the 
subject of charges by the commission the 
board can pass upon his work and make 
recommendations to the mayor. ,

They have not succeeded, and the Taft ad- 
herents find themselves facing the prospect 
of a fight in Ohio which will certainly result 
in a divided delegation from that state to the 
national convention, and may end even in the 
failure of the president to control a majority 
of the delegates from his own state. 


Taft Wins First Skirmish. 

Despite all this sentiment in favor of the 
candidacy of Roosevelt, President Taft has 
won the first skirmish in connection with 
the meeting of the national committee, and 
his victory has put an end to a situation 
which threatened to bring a clash tomorrow. 

The contest centered on the selection of 
the head of the subcommittee on arrange- 
ments which hes charge of the selection of 
the temperorary officers of the national con- 
vention and other important: matters. In 
this matter President Taft, it is said, was 
supporting Harry S. New, national commit- 
teeman from Indiana, while another faction, 
alleged to be led by Postmaster General 
Hitchcock, was reported as opposed to New. 
Charies D. Hilles, secretary to the presi- 
dent, was acting as his agent in the matter. 

It became known late this evening that 
Secretary Hilles and other supporters of 
President Taft had won a complete victory, 
and thet Col. New undoubtedly would head 
the subcommittee on arrangements. It also 
was evident that the Taft forces would con- 
trol the entire membership of the subcom- 
mittee and that the slate included, in addi- 
tion to Col. New, National Committeemen 
Mulvane of Kansas, Vorys of Ohio, Murphy 
of New Jersey, and Williams of Oregon. All 
of these men are known to be friendly to 
President Taft. Committeeman N. C. Dun- 
can of North Carolina may be added later 
as a sixth member of the subcommittee. 


Denial Made by Hitchcock. 

The report that Hilles and Hitchcock were 
working at cross purposes caused Mr. Hitch- 
cock to issue a statement in denial, Mr. 
Hitchcock's statement follows: 

Statements which would indicate that 

there is friction between Mr. Hilles and my- 
self are absolutely unfounded. My resigna- 
tien as chairman of the national committee 
was offered in good faith on the day that I 
was confirmed as postmaster general, and 
from that time to thie I have refrained from 
participation in the affairs of the committee. 
I have all that I can do et present to look 
after the business of my department and 
d not wish to be drawn into any controversy 
9 national politics.” 
Mr. Hitchcock had the united support of 
tha eouthern committeemen, who dislike 
New because he favored the reduction of 
southern representation in 1908, while other 
members are his personal friends. 

Messrs. Hill, Lowden, and Brooker were 


‘appointed a committee by the executive com- 


mittee of the national committee to call upon 
the president and tell him of the opposition 
which had been aroused to Mr. New, but their 
protest failed. 


Shuns White House Dinner. 
To add to the troubles of the supporters of 
Mr. Taft, Committeeman Ward, trom New 


Tork, refused to attend tonight the dinner 


which the president gave to the national 
committee. Undoubtedly Mr. Ward's refusal 
was caused by the resentment he entertains 
toward Mr. Taft in consequence of the lat- 
ters repudiation, in 1010, of representations 
made to the members of the New York Re- 
publican state committee that he was for 
Vice President Sherman for tengeorary chair- 
man of the state convention. Mr. Werd gives 
no explanation of his refusal of the presi- 
dent’s invitation other than that he sent his 
regrets because he isn’t going out at nights 
now any more than he can help.” Ex-Gov. 
Franklin Murphy of New Jersey volunteered 
a few remarks sustaining Mr. Ward's posi- 
tion: 

“ You know,” observed Mr. Murphy, with 
za mile, Ward is delicate and can’t stand 
the night air.” 


Dompromise on Primaries. 

The question of presidential preference pri- 
maries, so far ag the national committee waa 
concerned, practically was disposed of at the 
meeting of the executive committee late to- 
day. It was decided a resolution should be 
adopted giving to the A states which al- 
ready have adopted primary laws the right 
to select by that method their delegates to 
the national convention. 

National Committeeman David Mulvane of 


Kansas suggested that the resolution re- 


strict the privilege of primary selection to 
these six states. This action was opposed 
u impolitic, and was not agreed to. 

Tt was decided to cover all of the other 


states by a resolution providing that dele- 


gates should be elected in accordance with 
rules laid don by the various state commit- 
tees. Thie dlution was said to be satisfac- 
tory to the, warring elements from Ohio, 
where State Chairman Walter Brown, op- 
posed to President Taft, favored atate pri- 
maries, and National Committeeman Arthur 
Ivorya, a Taft Ueutenant, favored the selec- 
tion of delegates by the state convention. 


Hesitate to Stake All. 
President Taft's friends appreciate that a 
presidential primary in Ohio for delegates at 
large would amount to Mr. Taft's risking 
practically all on a single move. If he should 
be defeated in this contest in his own state 
he could not well go before the convention 
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with a bid for other delegates. Under the 
loose conditions which would exist without 
statutory regulations, the president's friends 
have agreed he would be staking too much 
in giving his consent to such a course. 

It is claimed that the opponents of the 
president in Ohio are using the presidential 
primary proposition as a cloak to hide the 
movement for Roosevelt. This is denied by 
Brown, who insists he merely wants the 
voters themselves to select their candidate 
in order that their full vote may be polled 
next November, 

The only way in which it is conceded that 
opposition to Mr. Roosevelt's nomination 
would disappear would be through the 
voluntary withdrawal of Mr. Taft. The lat- 
ter has no intention of withdrawing. His 
friends say his colors are up to stay and 
that they will not be hauled down. The 
convention itself must decide that the presi- 
dent is not available. 


Chicago Sure of Convention. 

There seemed to be no question tonight but 
that Chicago would get the national conven- 
tion, and that it would be held the last week 
in June. St. Louis apparently was the only 
city seriously considered as a rival to Chi- 
cago. Denver, it was claimed, would throw 
its support to Chicago in preference to St. 
Louls. 

President Taft today declined to commit 
himself either to Chicago or St. Louis. The 
national committee tomorrow will allow one 
hour and a half to the representatives of the 
various cities to present their convention 
claims. 

An effort was made to have the committee 
express itself in condemnation of Russia's 
ret usa to honor passports issued to Amert- 
can Jewish citizens. The executive commit- 
tee, however, decided this was a question 
with which the national committee had 
nothing whatever to do. 


SHERIFF WILL AUCTION 
‘STREETER’S LAND TODAY. 


Action Result of Old Fight Promi- 
nent Persons Contest $25,000,000 
Property. 


Persons desirous of takingje chance in the 
only rea] land lottery ever held in Cook 
county will do well to be at the east entrance 
of the County building at g o’clock this morn- 
ing. At that hour Cap George Welling- 
ton Streeter’s interest in the famous “ Dees- 
trict of Lake Michigan” will be auctioned 
off under the hammer. 

The “ Deestrict ” comprises 2,750 lots in the 
section bounded on the south by the river, 
on the east by the lake, on the north by Oak 
boulevard, and on the west by Lincoln boule- 
vard. Its value is $25,000,000. ‘‘Oap” Street- 
er's interest is contested by the Fairbanks 
family, by the McClurgs, by Mra, Potter 
Palmer, and by other persons of large means. 

If the “ captain's" title is declared by the 
courts to be the lawful one, then the buyer 
of one or more of the lots under the sheriff's 
sale today is entitled to a proportionate 
share of the $25,000,000. If the captain loses 
—it is only taking a chance, anyway. 

The reason Streeter’s interest in the dees- 
trict is on the market is that two years 
ago he got into trouble with W. G. Ander- 
son, who had freed him from the state pris- 
on at Joliet by means of a writ of habeas 
corpus. Anderson demanded $10,000 for that 
service and Streeter, always the “ fighting 
captain,” declined to paß.

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CALL NEW VENIRE 
IN PACKER TRIAL 


More Farmers Weeded Out as 
Defendants Aid Attorneys 
in Picking Men. 


BRYAN ALSO AN ISSUE. 


Talesmen Asked if They Believe 
in His Trust Views; 
Negro Excused. 


Another venire of fifty men from which to 
select jurors for the packers’ trial was drawn 
yesterday after the original number of 
eighty-seven talesmen had been tha ved down 
to five, 

Deputy United States marshals spent the 
early half of the night serving the sum- 
monses on veniremen who live in Chicago, 
hoping to have enough in court this morn- 
ing to prevent a probable interruption in jury 
selection. Letters to nonresidents were put 
in the night’s mail directing the veniremen 
to report not later than tomorrow morning. 

Only four of the prospective jurors picked 
by the government remained in the box when 
court adjourned. Another farmer, Ralph 
Chittenden of Gurnee—the fifth to de elim- 
inated by the packers—was challenged per- 
emptorily. A small business man, George W. 
Dodge, 3624 Ogden avenue, ‘who gave 
* sassy answers to Attorney Payne's ques- 
tions, also was challenged, together with a 
sixth farmer tentatively proposed by the de- 
tense but recalied. The original panel, which 
embraced seven farmers, now includes only 
two, and both of these are slated to go before 
the defense makes a return tender to the 
government. 


‘Packers Aid in Selection. 


Indications are that not more than one or. 


two of the jurors offered by the prosecution 
will be accepted by the beef men. The de- 
fendant-packers took a personal hand in the 
approval of jurors during the day, and ad- 
vised counsel as to which men might make 
acceptable jurors. 

Prospects for an early agreement on jurors 
vanished. Confidential reports of. govern- 
ment investigators on the eight new venire- 
men already put in the box by the defense 
indicated to the prosecutors that their rec- 
ords and business connections make them un- 
desirable jurors from & government stand- 
point. 

Under this circumstance the prosecution 
may break up the defense panel as completely 
as the packers disturbed the govermment 
order, and the agreement upon a jury may not 
be reached until the third week of the trial.

„Had you rather not serve?“ 

Hamilton, too, had observed the attitude of 
the white jurors, so he replied: 

„I'd rather not.” 

‘‘You’re excused,” announced the court. 

Out in the corridor Hamilton manifested 
a peevish spirit. 

„ really didn’t want to serve,“ he said, 
„ but a black man hes a right to sit on a jury, 
at least in a federal court, and I don’t think it 
was the fair thing to cut me out. I'm not 
going to kick, though, for I didn’t want to 
serve, anyway.“ 


Bryan Made an Issue. 


During the questioning of veniremen by 
Attorney Levy Mayer of counsel for the 
packers it developed that any follower of 
the. political doctrines of William Jennings 
Bryan will not be accepted as a juror by the 
deferise. 

„Did you ever hear a candidate for presi- 
dent talk?’ William Rump, 4 farmer of 
Beecher, was asked. 

I heard Bryan in 1806," he replied. 

„Do you read Bryan's paper, the Com- 
moner?” 

I did, but I don't now.“ 

“You've read of trust questions in the 
Commoner. Dou you believe in Bryan's 
trust views?” 

“To some extent.” 

Bryan is an able man, a great leader, a 
brilliant thinker, and he has ideas we all 
respect. Now, what I want to know is, are 
your ideas like those you have read in the 
Commoner?” 


Line of Questions Stopped. 

Attorney Pierce Butler of the government 
counsel objected, not to the praise of Bryan 
but to the effort to get the actual drift of 
the jurors opinions. The court sustained 
the objection and Mayer promptly chal- 
lenged Rump. 

Before he was questioned about Bryan, 


however, Rump was asked some questions 


to which his replies came in a strain of 
humor which convulsed attorneys and spec- 
tators. 

“Would you want to be tried by a jury 
composed of men of the same frame of mind 
as you in this case?” he was asked. 

“Tf I was innecent, no,“ answered Rump, 
“but if way down in my heart I knew I 
was guilty 1 would want a different kind of 
men. 


Seek to Place Three Tear Limit. 


Attorney Mayer inlicated that the packers 
will insist in the trial of the case that the 
government prove the existence of a con- 
spiracy or illegal combination within the 
three years’ limit prior to the indictment 
of Sept. 12. 1910.

King George, as Emperor, 
Will Receive Homage of 150 
Princes of India. 


VAST THRONG TO ATTEND. 


‘+ Hundreds of Thousands to View 


the Ceremony, Which Will 
Outshine Event of 1903. 


DELHI, Dec. 11.—The great durbar tomor- 
row to celebrate the accession of King George 
as emperor of India will outshine the coro- 
nation durbar in 1908 when King Edward 


was proclaimed. There will be a public holl- | 


day throughout India and the royal procia- 
mation will be read in every town and vil- 
lage. 

The durbar camp is a vast canvas city, 
covering about twenty-five square miles, It 
is lighted by electiicity, served by a per- 
fect water supply, und provided with excel- 
lent roads and a special railway system 
Chief of all stands out the emperor's cen- 
tral camp. 

About 150 ruling princes are here, their 
Camps being in close proximity to that of 
the king. The historic ridge in the evening 
presents a truly wonderful sight. As far 
as the eye can reach twinkle myriads of elec- 
trie lights, which disclose a picture of white 
and gold, and here and there splashes of 
color. 

King George will arrive tomorrow at the 
center of the great plain, about three miles 
from his camp, for the durbar in state pro- 
cession, and will proceed half way around an 
enormous banked arena in which will be as- 
eembied not less than 80,000 spectators. 

After receiving the homage of the chiefs 
on a special dais under a regal purple canopy 
their majesties will proceed to e marble dais 
surmounted by a golden dome, and will show 
thamselves in their coronation robes and 
crowns to — assembled multitude.

It wae then 
decided that it would be undesirable for the 
treasury to deplete itself as would have 
been necessary in the redemption of the 
notes, so it was arranged to borrow in New 
York and deposit new treasury notes there 
as security. 

It is asserted that the requirements of the |

cent was paid for the loan without hesitation. 

These loans to the German goveiruueut 
were the culmination of numerous similar 
operations with banks in New York, among 
which figured one of the most prominent 
financia] houses.

It is ufged that the in- 
terests of American industries, employing 
thousands of Jews, must be considered be- 
fore it u demanded that the administration 
abrogate the treaty of 1882, because “ cer~- 
tain rich Jews regard it as an insult that 
their passports must record the fact that 
they are Jews.” 

Doubts as to the unanimity of Jews in 
America in regard to the passport question 
bave arisen here as a result of the Chicago 
editorial. It has inspired the hope that there 
will be a reaction and a swinging of the pen- 
dulum which will relieve the administration 
of the pressure now being exerted upon it 
by those demanding treaty abrogation. 

“Pessimistic unofficial reports fram &t. 
Petersburg make the hope of such a reac- 
tion almost the only ray of light in the pres- 
ent situation. The Russian government is 
prepared to accept tion of the treaty 
with its cOnsequences.

THE WORKING GIRLS. 

HIS article is inspired by a request 
from a woman who clerks in a 
State street department store. She 
says the girls need help. Their sick- 
ness rate is high. In her opinion. 

it is because they wear openwork stockings 
and light underwear in winter. 

For the next two weeks their hardest 
trial will be nervous wear. What can be 
done to lessen it? The hours will be the 
limit of the law, the machine will be speed- 
ed to the top notch; customers will be un- 
reasonable and exacting. This will mean 
a great strain on the nervous system of the 
saleswoman. If she is cheery, bright, and 
patient she will hold that load at the mini- 

um. The customer will be better natured 

d more patient, which helps directly, and 
the saleswoman will not double her trou- 
bles by taking them to heart, which heips 
indirectly. The remedy is equanimity— 
mental calm. 


~o- 

Probably the next most important point 
is that she dress properly. Her shoes 
should be easy, comfortable, and warm. 
Her stockings and underwear should de 
warm. My informant told me that many 
of the girls working near her were wear- 
ing low shoes and openwork stockings and 
underwear not adapted to cold floors, drafts, 
and sedentary work. 

Certainly ranking near the top is the ne- 
cessity for air. The girl should get some 
fresh air during lunch time. If the store 
has a lunch room and rules that do not stim- 
alate the girls to go out, it should provide 
a cold room in which each girl should spend 
at least fifteen minutes. Once or twice a 
day she should put on her wraps and go to 
this room for a few minutes of exercise and 
air. In it there should be radiators enougn 
that the temperature should be maintained 
at 55 degrees with the windows wide 


WARM, WET DAYS IN WINTER. 

A telephone message asks what can be 
done to keep healthy on a warm wet day 
such as Saturday was. 


REPLY. 


Such a day Ras three advantages: 

1 The air is clean. 

2 The warmth causes many people who would 
otherwise stay indoors to get out. The increase 
in colds and other contagion in winter is due to 
werm rooms and not to cold outside air. 

8. The air in the living rooms is not so dry as 
it usually is. 

A day like this has two disadvantages: 

1. The combination of heat and humidity makes 
things uncomfortable. 

2. The clothing having been adjusted on «4 
basis of cold, dry weather, the people become 
overheated and catch cold and other infections 
easily. It increases susceptibility. 

What can be done about it? 

1. Change the diet from a winter to & spring 

basis. Decrease the total quantity of food; de- 
crease fats. 
2. Those who have been sensible enough to use 
outside wraps instead of woolen underwear can 
easily adjust their clothing to the weather. They 
should put wraps aside. 

8. Those who have had to go to woolen under 

- wear must lay off heavy outer clothing. 

Walk and work slowly. Keep out of hot cars 
and other hot places. Keep the living and working 
rooms below 70 degrees.

Economical Housekeeping 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
A Child’s Luncheon Party—Marbles. 


ECEMBER is the month of party giving. 
The holidays and the birthdays of the 
month, and the whole spirit of the time 
make parties most appropriate. 

As children are very observant of pret- 
ty things on the table, particularly of things 
that are especially designed to attract their 
attention, it is very pleasant to give them little 
surprises and delights in this way. 

The following luncheon is especially designed 
to that end, and to make the most of that in- 
terest in a ball which one of the first and 
most persistent in the child's heart. 

The souvenirs for the luncheon, if any, 
should be marbles, a little bag of them or one 
of those beautiful agates—now rather rare—for 
each child. These latter are something most 
children will prize and treasure as highly as a 
jewel,

There are marble games for the whole year 
through. There is the house game of bagatelle 
and picturesque imitations of it, and there are 
floor games. Young children will take delight 
in trying to roll a marble straight across a 
polished floor or along a crack.

Creamed Potato Balls.— With a vegetable cut- 
ter cut out balls from potatoes—to be econom- 
ical use odd sized and queer shaped ones—and 
steam or boil them until just done, Serve in a 
cream sauce. 

Turnip Balis.—Cut out balls from the turnip 
with the same cutter, and when done season 
them with salt, pepper, and a liberal amount of 
butter. Or these may be served in the same 
roam sauce as the potato. If this hatter 
method is followed it is better to use carrots 
thanturnip, but the turnip is better to serve 
with butter, pepper, and salt simply. 

Popovers.—One cup of flour mixed smoothly 
in one cup of milk and a pinch of salt. Add 
one egg beaten stiff. Bake in the round iron 
gem pans. Cut open and fill with warm apple

When this 
stateman went to India great hopes were 
raised that he would lay the foundations for 
a secure rule, for he brought with him a 
mind well prepared for the task—academical- 
ly prepared. But the Indian question is not 
one which is capable of solution academical- 
ly, and before he had been there long it

tion was not only unsolved but was more 
complicated than ever.

Mr. Williams does not attempt either 
profound or novel statement of the history and 
art of this wonderful region which was so 
long the center of European culture, re- 
sblendent with its treasure of art and glorious 
for its might of wealth and arms. But he 
sete forth with skill and appreciation vir- 
tually all that the intelligent traveler would | 
know to guide his wayfaring in this region. 
Mr. Williams does not disdain, indeed, to 
offer the benefit of his experience as to ho- 
tels and other physical matters, and con- 
trives to accomplish this without lowering the 
dignity of his book. Another merit and also 
a great charm of “ Plain Towns” ip the 
illustrations, which are uncommonly good. 
Mr. Williams was fortunate rather than un- 
fortunate in finding that the redoubtable 
Alinari bad not preceded him inte many of 
the places visited, and he accordingly pre- 
sents many striking and unfamiliar scenes 
in hia profuse pages.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.-—In refusing 
today the request of the Leaf Tobacco board 
of trade of New York to review the decree 
of the United States Circuit court for south- 
ern New York, which approved the reorgani- 
tation plan of the “tobacco trust,” three 
reasons were assigned by the Supreme court 
of the United States. These reasons, which 
were set forth by Chief Justice White, were: 

“One who is not a party to a record and 
judgment is not entitled to appeal therefrom. 

“The action of the court below in refus- 
ing to permit the movers to become parties 
to the record is not susceptible of being re- 
viewed by this court on appeal or indirectly, 
under the circumetances here disclosed, by 
the writ of mandamus. : 

The merely general nature and character 
of the interst which the movers alleged they 
have in the papers filed is not in any event 
of such a character as to authorize them in 
this proceeding to assall the action of the 
court below.” 


Cummins Bill Aids Move. 

A bill wes introduced today by Senator 
Cummins granting to the independent to- 
bacco companies the right to appeal to the 
Supreme court from the New York decree 
approving the tobacco company’s reorganiza- 
tion. 

The bill gives as the reason for review a 
desire to ascertain whether the Circuit 
court's decree is in conformity with the Su- 
preme court's decision in the tobacco case.
